enlisted as a private. He emerged from the army'as an officer. 


Colonel Barton has n distinguished record as a civic leader who has worked 


liielcsBly to better the community, stale and nation. He is a member of several defense 
gmups in this region and has entered many fields of service with civic enterprises. 


The El Dorado Chamber of Commerce presented him Its award for the most 


distinguished service to the community for 1937. The Arkansas Junior Chamber of 
Commerce awarded him its trophy for the most distinguished service to the state 


in 1942. 


One of the things closest to Colonel Barton's heart Is the development of 


Arkansas and the whole South. An illustration of this interest is the fact that he Is 
president and one of the founders of the Arkansas Livestock Show Association. 


Beginning his cair-cr in a wholesale department store, Colonel Barton's life has 


been one of haid woik and of sound, sure progress in the business world. He was 
president of gas companies in El Dorado from 1921 to 1928. 


In 1929, Colonel Barton became president and director of the Lion Oil Refining 


Company. When Lion Chemical Corporation, a subsidiary of Lion Oil, was formed to 
opeialc Oaik Ordnance Woiks ne.n El Dorado, Colonel Ballon was made president 
and director of this organr/alion He also heads or is interested in several other 
Important enterprises.

nnd former member of ihe Arkansas Centennial .Commission. 


He is greatly mtciesled in education nnd is chairman of the Board of Aikansas
